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This Catalogue is printed for the ute of those who attend 
' the Lectures of the Institution. The Minerals are ar- 
ranged according to the Tables lately publiched by Dr. 
Babington. This System comprehends four Classes, viz. 
Salts, Earths, Metals, and Inflammable Substances; to 
these is added an Appendix, containing Marbles and 
Petrefactiont. These Substances would come properly 
among the Carbonats of Lime; but, as the number of 
Specimens is considerable, and many of them very beau- 
tiful, it was found most convenient to keep them in come 
meature distinct. Whenever the place where the Speci- 
men war procured, is known, it is put down, with a 
view of assisting those who wish to make Collections.
